The  Infant  Mortality  rate  is  generally  regarded  as  a fairly  reliable 
index  as  to  the  health  of  the  people.  Each  year  since  1954,  there  has  been 
a.  steady  fall  in  the  rate  of  Infant  Mortality,  The  Public  Health  Services 
through  the  care  of  health  visitors,  the  provision  of  cheap  milk,  free 
vitamins,  and  imrminisation  schemes,  have  all  a part  to  play  in  this. 

In  1958  therewere  3 deaths  in  the  district  of  infants  under  one  year 
of  age;  in  1959  we  had  only  one  such  death;  there  were  3 in  i960,  and  2 in 
each  of  the  past  three  years,

There  vrere  121  deaths  in  19^3  con^jared  with  138  in  1962. 

In  1963,  17  deaths  were  reported  as  due  to  cancer  in  its  various  forms, 
as  against  17  deaths  the  year  before.  This  works  out  that  approximately 
1 death  in  every  7 has  been  due  to  cancer. 

In  1963,  53  deaths  were  attributable  to  diseases  of  the  heart,  and 
circulatory  diseases  in  its  various  forms  including  cerebro-vascular  accidents 
(strokes).  The  corresponding  figure  for  1962  v/as  69.  Diseases  of  the  heart 
and  circulatory  diseases,  especially  coronary  disease  of  the  heart,  have 
increased  a in  impOxtance  as  a cause  of  death.  Throughout  the  country  as  a 
whole  in  1940,  there  were  22,841  cases,  whereas  in  1956  the  number  has  risen 
to  74,790.  Coronary  disease  is  commoner  in  the  more  highly  developed 
communities,  in  heavy  smokers,  and  in  the  obese.  There  is  some  evidence 
to  suggest  that  dietary  habits,  e.g,  high  animal  fat  diets,  are  associated, 
with  degenerative  heart  diseases.  Half  the  deaths  recorded  in  our  area  this 
year  fall  \mder  the  heading  of  vascular  and  heart  diseases, 

B.  GENgbjD  PROVIblOlid  OF  im  HBilbTH 

The  Lancashire  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  ma-intains  a 
con^jrehensive  range  of  Services  - including  Ante-Natal  clinics.  Child 
■rfiTelfare  clinics,  and  School  Medical  services  - Medical  and  Dental.  There  is 
provision  for  Child  Guidance, 

General  Hospital  Services  are  provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital  Board 
in  Blackburn,  accrington,  Preston,  and  Burnley,  There  is  also  access,  where 
required,  to  Manchester,  Liverpool  and  other  Hospitals. 

Provision  is  made  for  Maternity  Cases  at  Bramley  Meade,  vVhalley;  Queen’s 
Park  Hospital,  Bl..ckbum;  and  Preston  Royal  Infirmaiy,  Sho\iLd  it  be  more 
convenient,  rural  district  patients  .are -at  diberty ’to -attend  the  Child  V/elf  are 
Clinic  at  Clitheroe,  and  the  class  for  Relaxation  and  Exercises  for  Expectant 
Mothers,  both  held  weekly;  also  the  monthly  Ante-Natal  Clinic.  iJ.1  these 
clinics  were  transferred  to  Eastham  House,  Eshton  Terrace,  Clitheroe  in  1955* 
Cha.tbum  and  district  patients  are  catered  for  at  Chatbum  Institute  on  the 
2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  each  month;  'Nholley  and  district  at  the  Methodist  School 
on  Monday  afternoons;  and  Chipping  and  district  at  the  Village  Hall  on  the 
2nd  and  4th  Thursdays  of  each  month. 

There  is  an  .Ante-Natal  Clinic  at  Bramley  Meade  Ma.temity  Home,  ’vlThalley. 

This  is  conducted  by  a Consulting  Obstetrician  from  the  Blackburn  Group  of 
Hospitals,  and  is  held  twice  a month.  There  is  also  an  Ante-Natal  Clinic  at 
Sharoe  Green  Hospitzil, 

Park  Lee  Hospital,  Blackburn  is  available  for  Infectious  Disease  cases. 

The  -Ambulance  Service  is  provided  by  the  Lancashire  County  Couhcil, 

The  Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  Blackhum  and  East  Lancashire 
Royal  Infirmary  and  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Preston.  These 
laboratory  facilities  are  also  used  by  the  General  Practitxoners  of  the  area. 

The  doctors  of  the  district  appreciate  the  fact  that  the  authorities  of  the 
Blackburn,  Accrington,  and  Burnley  Hospitals  have  granted  them  opc-n  and  direct 
access  to  the  X-ray  departments  of  their  hospitals. 

There  is  a Pathological  Clinic  at  Clitheroe  Hospital  as  a sub-laboratory 
of  Blackburn  Roj-al  Infirmary,  This  is  conducted  by  Dr.  Spink  and  his  colleague 
Pathologists  to  the  Blackburn  Group  of  Hospitals,  Bacteriological,  Pathological 
Chemical  and  Blood  examinations  are  ruadertaken,  and  local  doctors  are  at 
liberty  to  refer  Rural  District  patients  there  for  any  necessary  tests,  thus 
saving  reference  to  more  distant  hospital  centres.  The  extensive  service  now 
provided  is  much  appreciated.  The  pathologist  attends  every  Y/ednesday 
morning  at  9 a.,m, , and  if  the  patients  axe  unfit  to  attend  at  the  laboratory 
then  the  pathologist  visits  them  at  their  own  home  on  request  from  their 
doctor.

Physiotherapy  Centre,  Clitheroe, 


This  centre  v/as  opened  in  March,  1 954  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Trustees  of  the  Clithearoe  Nursing  Association  with  considerable  support 
from  the  Trustees  of  the  V/halley  a.nd  District  Nursing  Association  and 
the  Ribblesdale  District  Nursing  Association.  It  is  available  to  ar^r 
patients  in  the  Rural  District  requiring  treatment.  It  is  not  a part 
of  the  National  Health  Service,  and  so  a snoall  cha.rge  has  to  be  made 
for  treatment.  The  centre  is  in  charge  of  a Trained  Plrysiotherapist 
and  Assistant  and  provides  for  the  usual  treatments  - massage,  rciiiedial 
exercises,  diothemcr,  infra-red  and  sun- ray  etc.  Cases  are  referred 
by  their  own  doctor,  and  again  it  is  helpful  that  patients  need  not 
travel  to  distant  hospital  centres  for  treatment,  and  that  doctors  csin 
provided  continuity  of  treatment,  and  they  appreciate  the  open  access 
to  a centre  providing  this  kind  of  treatment. 

The  extension  of  the  Physiotherapy  Services  by  the  opening  of  a 
department  at  the  Clitheroe  Hospital  is  proving  a great  help  in  getting 
old  people  mobile  who  might  otherwise  very  easily  become  bedfast. 

A domiciliaiy  physiotherapy  service  woifLd  be  of  benefit  for  bedfast 
and  housebound  patients  in  this  scattered  area,  but  shortage  of  staff 
and.  money  appears  to  exclude  such  a development  at  present. 

The  Old  People's  Club  in  Lowergate,  Clitheroe  which  a fevtr  old  people 
in  the  eastern  portion  of  the  distinct  make  use  of,  was  opened  in  "1 954, 
and  was  extended  during  1 9^0,

For  the  fifthteenth  year  in  succession,  no  case  of  diphtheria  has  been 
reported.  This  is  entirely  due  to  the  success  of  immunisation,  and  there 
is  a danger  that  this  success  may  lead  parents  to  neglect  having  their 
children  immunised.  There  have  been  cases  of  diphtheria  reprted  in  other 
areas  of  the  country?’,  and  unless  children  continue  to  be  immunised,  diphtheria 
wiich  is  a killing  disease,  will  once  again  become  prevalent.  There  is  no 
room  for  complacency. 

Ko  case  of  poliomyelitis  has  been  reported  in  this  year. 

Immunisation  against  poliomyelitis  is  no'w  available  to  all  peopj.e  up  to 
the  age  of  40.  As  the  more  severe  paralysis  seems  to  occur  in  the  older 
people,  it  is  most  desirable  that  the  older  age  groups  shoiiLd  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opport\inity  of  immiinisation  as  well  as  the  children.

A proportion  of  the  dwellings  not  supplied  from  Public  Mains  obtain 
their  water  from  private  supiolies,  viz,  Huntroyde  Estate  (Pendleton),  and 
Stonyhurst  College  (Aighton,  Bailey  & Chaigley) ; the  remainder  depends  upon 
individual  and  small  joint  supplies,  Stonyhurst  College  supply  is  now 
chlorinated  as  well  as  passing  through  slow  sand  filters. 

There  was  no  shortage  of  water  throughout  the  year.

13  samples  of  drinking  v/ater  v/ere  obtained  from  Public  Supplies  and 
2^  san^^les  of  drinking  water  from  Private  Supplies,  and  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  9 samples  from  Public  Supplies  were  reported 
as  being  satisfactory  and  4 as  unsatisfactory.  10  samples  from  Private 
Supplies  were  reported  as  being  satisfactory  and  11  as  being  unsatisfactory. 
Further  samples  of  these  supplies  are  being  taken  periodically.  Users  are 
advised  on  precautionary  measures. 

During  19^2,  the  Syide  Y/ater  Board  negotiated  with  the  Huntroyde  Estates 
for  the  take  over  of  their  private  supply  in  Pendleton.  On  completion,  the 
Board  then  extended  their  mains  supply  from  V/iswell  into  the  existing  mains 
in  Pendleton  Village,  Thus  after  many  years  with  an  lansatisfactory  supply 
Pendleton  now  receives  treated  water,  with  the  exception  of  six  properties 
still  supplied  by  two  private  sources.  Despite  the  fact  that  many  bad 
samples  have  been  obtained  from  these  supplies,  the  owners  have  not  yet 
connected  to  a satisfactory  mains  supply.  Samples  are  being  taken  regiiLarly, 
£Lnd  the  situation  is  being  closely  watched.

SEv/ERACE,  DRAINAGE  & CLOSET  ACCMODATION. 

Worston  is  the  one  remairu.ng  village  in  the  district  Vidthout-  a mains 
sewerage  system,  A scheme  v/as  prepared  but  oid  not  receive  Ministerial 
Approval  owing  to  the  high  cost.  It  is  hoped  to  resurrect  these  proposals 
very  shortly. 

Continuing  efforts  have  been  made  throughout  the  year  to  reduce  the 
number  of  pail  and  midden  closets  in  the  area;  the  nirmber  converted  being  15. 
The  benefits  to  be  obtained  by  taking  advantage  of  the  Standard  Improvement 
Grant  Scheme  has  helped  to  persuade  ovmers  to  convert. 


If  the  conversions  proceed  at  the  present  rate  it  v/ill  then  he  possible 
to  enpty  all  the  pail  closets  in  the  district  in  one  day. 

With  the  exception  of  Pendleton  almost  all  the  properties  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  the  sev/er  have  been  converted  to  water  closets. 

The  response  in  the  village  of  Pendleton  has  been  disappointing. 

The  Coiincil  pay  a grant  of  £15  or  50/t,  v/hichever  is  the  less,  towards 
the  cost  of  converting  pail  closets  to  water  closets.  Owners  of  properties 
not  within  a reasonable  distance  from  the  severer  are  encouraged  to  provide 
septic  tanks  for  the  reception  of  their  foul  effluent.  The  Coxincil's  grant 
also  applies  to  these  properties.

Yi^alley  Sewage  Disposal  'Works, 

Following  the  advice  of  Richardson  & Jaffe,  the  analysts,  after  the 
taking  of  a series  of  samples  at  all  stages  of  the  Calc ers tones  Section  of 
the  Whalley  Sew^age  Disposal  Works,  one  hundredweight  of  lime  was  added  to 
each  Dortmund  tank  each  day.  By  so  doing,  the  sludge  settled  to  the  bottom 
of  the  tanks  enabling  them  to  be  partically  desludged  at  least  twice  per 
week.  The  addition  of  the  lime  also  assisted  in  the  drying  out  of  the 
sludge,  and  consequently  the  more  efficient  operation  of  the  whole  v/orks. 

Arrangements  were  also  made  to  mix  the  final  effluents  from  the  vVhalley 
and  Calderstones  sections  with  the  result  that  satisfactory  samples  were 
obtained.  Although  both  the  Calderstones  and  ;/halley  Sev/age  Disposal  Works  e 
were  modernised  in  1 959,  the  Calderstones  Section  is  now  operating  at 
AO, 000  gallons  per  day  above  design,  and  the  \Vhalley  Section  at  30,000  gallons 
per  day  above.  Nevertheless,  satisfactory  samples  have  been  obtained  by  the 
liiver  Board, 

Barrow  Sewa^:e  Disposal  v/orks , 

Dirring  1962  the  size  of  the  sludge  beds  at  these  works  was  increased, 
and  the  earth  sides  of  the  beds  replaced  by  concrete  blocks.  In  addition 
a new  tank  was  provided  to  collect  the  effluent  from  the  sludge  beds,  with 
pipe  lines  laid  back  to  the  inlet  to  enable  the  effluent  to  be  punned  back, 
by  means  of  a mobile  punp,  for  re-circulatioru  The  size  of  the  humus  tank 
was  also  increased. 

Hurst  Green  Sev/age  Disposal  Works.r 

Following  difficulties  in  sludge  drying  at  these  works,  two  new  sludge 
drying  beds  v/ere  provided  v/hich  enable  the  settling  tanks  to  be  desludged 
more  frequently,  and  allow  the  vrarks  to  operate  more  efficiently. 

Chipping  Sewage  Disposal  i,Yorks. 

The  trade  effluent  from  Chipping  Dairy,  v/hich  discharges  directly 
into  the  v/orks,  often  causes  difficulty  in  treating  the  sewage. 

Sewers , 

Infiltration  of  supematent  water  in  the  iVhalley  and  Barrow  sewers 
requires  investigation,  and  steps  to  reduce  the  amount  will  have  to  be 
imdertaken, 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES. 

Five  Public  Conveniences  are  now  provided  by  the  Council,  and  are  aitooaJied 
at  if/halley,  Hurst  Green,  Chatbum,  Downham  and  Chipping, 

The  one  at  Hurst  Green  is  of  stone,  oonstnjiotiori,  and  is  -lupjiliad.  with 
wash-hand  basins  and  paper  towels.

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At  Chatbiim  and  Downham,  existing  conveniences  behind  hotels,  which 
were  not  in  use,  were  taken  over  and  renovated  to  provide  a required  need 
cor  both  villages. 

Chipping  was  provided  with  conveniences  during  1 9^2  by  taking  over 
existing  toilets  behind  the  Sxin  Inn.  They  were  renovated,  and  one  extra 
vlT.C,  provided  for  the  ladies  together  with  a wash-hand  basin.  Extra 
urinal  accommodation  was  provided  following  a request  from  the  Parish  Council. 

The  main  five  villages  in  the  area  are  now  provided  -vidth  public 
conveniences.  The  one  at  Hurst  Green  having  wash-hand  basins  in  Gents  and 
Ladies,  at  vvhalley  and  Chipping  in  Ladies  only, 

?/anton  damage  has  taken  place  in  all  the  conveniences,  and  is  much 
to  be  regretted. 

BIVLRS  AM)  STREAMS. 

The  River  Calder  is  still  somev/hat  polluted  by  industrial  ■v/aste 
effluents  before  it  enters  the  Council’s  District,  though  improvements 
are  taking  place,  and  fish  can  new  be  seen  in  the  river  at  vi/'halley. 

At  Chipping  there  is  a certadn  amount  of  material  duitped  in  the  stream 
by  children  and  careless  householders,  and  despite  the  posting  of  notices 
this  continues. 

Streams  are  frequently  inspected  and  eveiy  effort  made  to  prevent 
pollution  v/herever  the  sources  are  discovered, 

SHOPS  AHD  OFFICES. 

Routine  inspections  are  made,  and  special  inspections  as  occasions 
require,  but  pressure  of  other  woik,  especially  meat  inspection,  has 
limited  the  number  of  visits. 

The  Lancashire  County  Council  pay  the  Council  2/6  for  each  shop  inspected. 
FACTORIES 

54  routine  and  special  visits  were  paid  to  factories  with  and  withoiit 
mechanical  power  during  the  year,  for  purposes  of  the  provisions  as  to 
health.  Defects  found  (chiefly  in  connection  vd.th  sanitaiy  conveniences), 
were  notified  to  occupiers  and  by  the  end  of  the  year  were  either  completed 
or  in  hand. 

The  fullest  co-operation  was  maintained  between  the  Department  and  the 
Pactoi^’-  Inspector,

g^INC  SITES.  TENTS.  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

Under  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  19^0,  seven  site 
liaences  are  in  force,  all  for  individual  caravans.  In  addition  to  the  caravans 
there  are  quite  a number  of  hutments  in  the  area  which  are  not  licenced. 

These  huts  have,  in  most  cases,  been  in  the  area  for  twenty  years  or  more. 

The  district  is  well  used  by  vreek-end  campers,  hut  no  complaints  were 
received  regarding  ary  damage  or  nuisance  caused. 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  district  licensed  for  more  than  a one  caravan. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

There  ai’e  eight  factory  chimneys  in  the  district.  No  compla-int  of 
black  or  heavy  smoking  was  received  during  the  year,  and  none  was  observed. 

An  in^rovement  in  the  emission  of  dust  over  Chatbum  has  gradually 
taken  place  as  dust  arresters  have  been  fitted  on  various  sections  of  the 
Horrocksford  Lime  Compary 's  works.  Complaints  are  still  being  received 
hawever,  and  dust  is  still  being  deposited  over  Chatbun  to  the  annoyance  of 
its  residents.  It  is  still  necessary  to  fix  a satisfactory  dust  arrester 
on  the  Tar  Coating  Plant  section  of  the  works,  and  until  this  is  carried  out 
anncyance  to  Chatbunn  residents  will  continue. 

Following  further  approaches  from  the  Local  Authority,  the  firm  have 
considered  several  alternative  schemes,  and  a suitable  arrester  plant  has 
been  ordered  v/ith  a view  to  installation  early  in  19^4. 

Appended  belov/  are  the  monthly  readings  of  the  dust  gauge  situated  at 
Davnham  up  to  the  end  of  March,  19^3,  since  when  it  has  been  re-sited  at 
Chatbum.  The  figures  show  total  calcium  in  tons  per  square  mile.

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  fourteen  schools  in  the  district,  irjcluding  three  at  Stonyhurst 
College. 

All  the  schools  in  the  area  are  nov/  provided  v/ith  water  closets  with 
connections  either  to  the  sewer  or  septic  tank, 

A gradual  in5)rovement  has  taken  place  in  the  washing  facilities  for 
schools;  it  being  essential  that  sanitary  facilities  be  as  near  perfection  as 
possible,  as  it  is  during  school  life  that  a child  can  be  trained  and  guided 
into  forming  good  habits.

The  Council  employs  a full  time  Rodent  Operative  for  inspection  and 
treatment  works.

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B.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  one  existing  7 cu.  yd,  Karrier  Refuse  Collecting 
Vehicle  vi^as  replaced  with  a 10  cu.  yd,  model.  The  other  old  remaining 
vehicle  will  be  similarly  replaced  during  1 9^4. 

One  driver  and  two  men  work  with  each  vehicle;  the  driver  assisting 
to  load  when  necessary.  For  nightsoil  collection,  the  driver  and  one  man 
only  are  required;  the  third  man  assisting  with  refuse  collection  on  the 
second  vehicle. 

Collection  of  nightsoil  is  carried  out  weekly  from  properties 
throughout  the  whole  of  the  district.  The  collection  is  completed  in  two 
days  each  week,  though  difficulties  arise  in  atten^ting  to  maintain  this 
service  during  holiday  periods.  The  nightsoil  is  disposed  of  at  the 
Council's  Sewage  Disposal  i/7orks. 

In  an  effort  to  reduce  the  number  of  pail  closets  the  .Council  makes 
a grant  available  tov/ards  the  cost  of  conversion  to  W,C,'s,  with  connections 
to  the  sewer  where  possible,  or  othuiwise  septic  tanks.  The  grant  is  half 
the  cost  with  a maximum  of  £15» 

During  the  year,  15  pail  closets  were  converted  to  U.C.'s, 

During  the  year  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  was  instituted  in  two  of 
the  larger  villages;  - "VVhalley  and  Hurst  Green.  The  remaining  parts  of 
the  district  is  seiviced  every  two  weeks,  but  as  the  number  of  pails  is 
reduced  so  it  is  hoped  to  progressivly  extend  a weekly  service  to  other 
parts  of  the  district.  An  additional  service  of  emptying  refuse  from 
Hotels  and  Cafes  once  a v/eek,  is  undertaken.  The  scheme  operates  very 
successfully,  and  time  is  available  to  allov/  the  men  to  maintain  the 
refuse  tips,  where  partial  controlled  tipping  is  carried  out,  in  good  order. 

The  refuse  generally  throughout  the  district  is  becoming  more  bulky, 
thus  causing  more  frequent  journeys  to  the  tip,  and  longer  periods  to 
enpty  bins.  In  addition,  outlying  farms  now  request  removal  of  refuse, 
and  the  only  v/ay  to  provide  such  a service  is  by  a roadside  collection 
Yrith  existing  vehicles  and  staff.  Ary  further  extensions  of  this  service 
can  only  be  achieved  at  the  expense  of  a weekly  collection. 

The  tips  are  situated  at  Hurst  Green,  viThalley,  Chatbum,  and  Chipping, 

LITTER. 

Publicity  material  obtained  from  the  Central  Office  of  Information  was 
distributed  and  displayed  throughout  the  district,  particularly’’  at  holiday 
times,  in  an  effort  to  make  the  public  litter  conscious. 

Extra  litter  baskets  were  purchased  and  placed  in  the  villages  -w^ere  the 
need  is  greatest;  the  slatted  type  of  litter  basket  being  provided  for 
Downham  and  other  beauty  spots  in  ’bhe  area. 

The  litter  baskets  are  emptied  together  with  the  normal  refuse  collection 
service. 


C^__  HOUSING, 

There  remain  some  twen’ty  houses  in  the  district  which  are  classified 
as  sub-standard  v^ithin  Class  TV  or  V,  The  owners  of  these  houses  are 

being  pressed  to  carry  out  their  obligations,  and  at  the  same  time  their 
attention  called  to  the  provision  of  the  Housing  Act  whereby  the  Council 
may  make  a grant  towards  the  improvement  of  houses. 

The  Council's  policy  to  carry  out  Operation  Rescue  rather  than  the 
condemnation  of  country  cottages  makes  housing  inspection  work  much  more 
interesting  for  the  inspector  in  that  many  discussions  take  place  on  how 
property  can  best  be  improved,  each  and  every  house  having  different  problems. 

There  is  some  satisfaction  in  having  rescued  a house  from  being  pulled 
down,  and  providing  good  acoomnodation  for  many  years  to  come. 
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IMPROVEMENTS.  GRAMS  - HOUSIM^  ACTS.  1949  - 59 . 

Since  the  iii^jlementation  of  the  Improvement  Grants,  75  applications  for 
Discretionary  Grants  have  so  far  been  approved,  Mary  more  enquiries  have  been 
received  during  that  period, 

Tlie  policy  of  the  Council  is  to  encourage  applications  for  Discretionary 
Grants  from  owners  of  Class  TV  and  V properties  capable  of  repair  and 
in^jrovement , to  in^^rove  the  property  by  means  of  an  improvement  grant.  The 
majority  of  applications  so  far  received  have  been  from  owner/occupied  house. 

The  Council  makes  a Discretionary  Grant  towards  the  improvement  of  all 
Class  IV  and  V properties,  and  for  conversion  of  ether  buildings  into  houses, 

A 25%  grant  is  made  in  suitable  cases  to  other  Class  III  properties. 

Much  more  progress  has  been  made  v/ith  Standard  Grant  applications.  Z\ 
were  approved  in  1959,  49  in  196C,  63  in  19^1,  Vf  in  1962,  and  Zt4  in  I9b3. 
Since  the  inception  of  the  scheme,  221  houses  of  reasonable  condition  have 
now  been  provided  with  modem  amenities  by  having  a hot  water  supply, 
separate  bathroom,  and  inside  water  closet,  and  the  necessary  repairs  to  the 
property  carried  out.  Houses  not  having  these  necessary  amenities,  will,  in 
the  forseeable  future,  become  condemned  property. 


B-iFRCroiEI^H:  CF  HCUSES, 

The  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  in  his  Circular  42/62, 
requested  a very  big  increase  in  the  number  of  houses  being  improved. 
Following  receipt  of  this  circular  the  Co\mcil  decided  to  survey  277  houses 
mainly  in  Chatbum  and  Galley,  to  discover  vThether  the  houses  have,  or  have 
not,  bathrooms,  hot  water  supplies,  indoor  Yir,C,'s  etc.  On  completion  of 
the  survey,  it  is  intended  to  concentrate  on  the  owners  and  tenants  of  the 
properties  lacking  these  amenities  and  capable  of  being  inproved,  requesting 
them  to  improve  their  properties  with  the  assistance  of  Inprovement  Grants, 

During  1 963  only  77  of  these  houses  had  been  surveyed,

HOUSING  CONDITIONS. 

There  are  scattered  throughout  the  district  approximately  20  lonfit  houses 
vdiich  require  extensive  repairs  and  improvements,  or  demolition.  The  chief 
defects  found  are  rising  and  penetrating  dampness,  perished  plasterwork, 
inadequate  natural  lighting,  and  conplete  lack  of  modem  amenities,  such  as 
a hot  water  supply,  and  bathroom  with  V/,C.  So  far,  informal  action 

has  failed  to  secure  the  extensive  repairs  required,  and  it  would  appear  that 
statutory  procedure  will  have  to  be  invoked  to  have  this  property  brought  up 
to  staoidard,  or  condemned.

SUPERVISION  OF  FOCD_  HTOIENE., 

110  routine  and  special  inspections  were  made  of  meat,  fish,  and 
other  food  shops  under  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

Advice  was  given  as  necessary,  and  various  works  of  in^jrovement  initiated. 
These  consisted  principally  of  the  installation  of  requisite  washing  facilities, 
and  of  counter  and  shelf  fittings  designed  to  prevent  contamination  of  food. 

ICE  CREAM. 

4 premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of  Ice  Cream,  and  23 
for  the  sale  of  Ice  Cream. 

6 samples  of  Ice  Cream  were  taken  during  the  year,  and  frequent  inspections 
of  premises  were  made,  and  instructions  and  advice  given  to  persons  engaged 
in  the  manufacture. 


MILK  SUPPLY.
